Posthumous Award 
Operational Wings 


Advocate Now 
On the Air 


The gold operational wings of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force, 
awarded posthumously to Flying 
Officer Jack Nafziger, have been 
received by his purents, Mr. and 
Mrs. S. G. Nafziger of Vulcan. 
Given in recognition of gallant ser¬ 
vice in action against the enemy, 
the wings are accompanied by an 
official certificate of award signed 
by the Chief of the Air Staff. ' 
F/O Nafziger, who was a bomb 
aimer in 419 Moose Squadron, was 
posted as missing, presumed dead, 
when his Lancaster aircraft failed 
to return from a raid over Col¬ 
ogne, Germany, on Oct. 28, 1944. 


A drill hall will be moved to.VuK 
can from the Lethbridge Interment 
Camp and erected to serve a£ an 
armory for the Reserve Army and 
as a community centre. This was 
the definite word received on Tues¬ 
day by Mayor W. I). Allan from. 
Col. T. E. iSnow, officer in com¬ 
mand of administration, Western 
Command, who had been so advised 
by Army Headquarters at Ottawa. 

The plans outlined by Col. Snow 
in his letter call for one half of 
the building to have a concrete 
floor, this part to be used as a 
garage, drill hall ,etc. The other 
half of the building will .have a 
hardwood floor, with walls and 
ceiling covered with gyproc, and 
will be for use as a community 
hall and for physical training and 
such sports as badminton, basket¬ 
ball, etc. 

Canteens, lounges, quartermas¬ 
ter stores and other facilities will 
also be provided in the fully mod¬ 
ern building. A senior NJC.O. of 
the Active Army will be perman¬ 
ently stationed in Vulcan to act 
as an instructor, as w r ell as a full 
time caretaker. 

The Army’s decision to locate 
the drill hall in Vulcan is the re¬ 
sult of months of effort on the 
part of Mayor Allan, Major C. R. 
Robson and the Citizens Commit¬ 
tee. The fact that this district had 
a very high percentage of enlist¬ 
ments in the armed forces during 
the war and that a great many of 
the more than three hundred ser¬ 
vicemen from Vulcan passed 
through the reserve army unit 
here influenced the Army’s de¬ 
cision. 

Arrangements are now being 
made by the town to transfer title 
to a block’of land on Vulcan Street 
to the Department of National De¬ 
fence, to serve as a site for the 
drill hall. Work on moving the drill 
hall from Lethbridge to Vulcan 
and re-erection here is to be done 
as soon as possible, starting about 
the first of Maricb. 

As soon ns the training facili¬ 
ties are available the Citizens Com¬ 
mittee will open a recruiting cam¬ 
paign to bring the local reserve 
army unit (“A” Company, The Cal¬ 
gary Highlander) up to strength. 
Major C. R. Robson is officer com¬ 
manding “A” Company, and plans 
call for company headquarters and 
two platoons in Vulcan, with the 
third platoon at IBlackie. 


On Monday of this week Vul¬ 
can joined the network of towns 
that contribute news to radio 
station CFAC’s Southern Alber¬ 
ta News Roundup, heard night¬ 
ly at 10:15 over the Calgary 
station. 

The two and a half minute 
broadcast from the Advocnte 
office is heard Monday, Wed¬ 
nesday and Friday of each 
week and features the high¬ 
lights from the news of the 
town and district. This new fea¬ 
ture has been undertaken by 
The Advocate as a community 
service and has already been 
commented on very. favorably 
by both town and country list¬ 
eners. Local announcers are Bob 
Munro and Albert Collier. 

The co-operation of residents 
of Vulcan and the surrounding 
towns and districts in seeing 
that all news of interest reaches 
the Advocate office will be 
greatly appreciated and will aid 
the Advocate in giving complete 
news coverage of this area, both 
throilgh the paper and over the 
radio.

Nation Wide 
Storms Strike 


Top Honors at Banff Bonspiel 
Taken by Vulcan Ladies Rink 


Legion Re-elects 
C. R. Robson 


All across Canada the country 
was swept with terrific storms 
which gathered in fury on January 
30 and 31. The coldest tempera¬ 
ture ever recorded on this contin¬ 
ent was registered at Snag in the 
Yukon, 175 miles northwest of 
Whitehorse, and about 1200 miles 
northwest of Edmonton. Record- 
breaking lows were registered at 
points south of the polar regions. 

The storms which swept the 
prairies bringing blizzards tha: 
plugged roads, and caused great 
suffering, took the form of a 75- 
ruile per hour hurricane at Van¬ 
couver. One million dollars of 
damage was estimated in the land 
and sea havoc, with most of the 
damage in down town Vancouver 
and on the waterfront. 

Down in Ontario rain, sleet and 
snow combined to drift highways 
and slow-up traffic. Toronto had 
its worst storm since 1944. 

In United States there were bliz¬ 
zards of terrific proportions and 
heavy snows. The cold wave work- 
eii through Montana, Colorado and 
Wyoming. 

Up in the lar north tvhere the 
cold wave started human breath 
froze immediately with hissing 
sound and vapor trails hung for 
minutes in the air. Increased aud¬ 
ibility was very apparent, and men 
at Snag could hear sounds from 
an Indian village 3 miles away 
quite clearly. It was 83 below. 

Simultaneously Britain saw cold 
weather records of the past 66 
years smashed when the Thames 
river froze and even the sea froze 
at Folkestone. Fuel shortages 
forced stiffest cuts yet made in gas 
and electricity and there was great 
discomfort and suffering. Candles 
were used for light and even for 
heat. Women waiting in queues 
fainted from cold, and schools and 
factories closed for want of fuel. 

In Alberta motor travel was 
held to a minimum as car machin- 
isms stiffened up in the unrelenting 
cold. School attendance was dis¬ 
rupted and travel anywhere off 
main roads was perilous. Livestock 
shrank under the exposure despite 
continuous feeding, and there was 
apprehension for cattle out on the 
range.

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WANTE D TEA CHERS 

OKADERS will have noticed weekly articles in this 
paper dealing with the shortage of teachers in 
Alberta, and the necessity of restoring educational 
standards over the province. An educational Coun 
, oil has been set up subscribed to by Municipal As¬ 
sociations, Trustees Associations, Home and School 
W.I., U.F-A. and many such organizations, all deep¬ 
ly concerned with the breakdown of educational, 
training, mainly due to lack of competent teachers. 
And back of this is the general failure to recog¬ 
nize the importance of the teaching profession 
through adequate financial returns. Unless actuated 
mainly by love of the profession and a l.vely realiza 
tion of the public service they are rendering many 
able and successful teachers are tempted to turn to 
other more remunerative professions or occupations. 

One objective of the Educational Council is to urge 
the government to assume at least 50 per cent of the 
ccst of elementary and secondary education. 

A shocking phase of the present educational situ¬ 
ation is that 15,671 children in Alberta are depend¬ 
ent upon what is called “Mail Box” education. What 
training they get to lift them out of illiteracy is by 
correspondence classes. Children gaining what edu¬ 
cation they may by correspondence are deprived of 
the general discipline and incentive of school at- 
t< ndance and the social development which is a part 
of the playground and the school room. 

Another condition which is considered deplorable 
i. the number of young supervisors, untrained in 
teaching methods, who keep the schools open ai 
various rural schools over the province. With the 
best will in the world, they are not qualified in teach¬ 
ing, and are merely a stop gap till teachers can be 
secured. But in the meantime the years are going by, 
with too many Alberta children deprived of qualifiea 
instruction. The harvest from this injustice will be 
reaped in later years, when, through no fault of their 
own such children find themselves handicapped in 
entering lines of work in which they might have 


excelled. Society is allowing its human assets to 
waste from lack of training and disuse. 

It does not seem so important that drastic change 
be made in minimum rates of pay for teachers-as in 
the rewards for proved ability. After all the first 
years of teaching are a form of apprenticeship and 
it is not necessarily the student of high academic 
standing who makes the best teacher. Ability to in¬ 
fluence child:en and to guide them in learning is 
proved in the.classroom, and the teacher who has 
. the gift is a treasure ftyond price to the province 
and the nation. His services can never be adequate¬ 
ly remunerated but a better effort should be maiie 
in that direction. Minimum salaries should be com¬ 
mensurate with what is earned in other trained cal¬ 
lings, with special recognition for those who go into 
isolated areas to teach. But'there should be much 
. greater emphasis on substantial increase for proved 
ability. 

CANADA AT PEACE TABLE 

'T'HE Dominion Government, according to reports 
from Ottawa, has protested the minor role offer¬ 
ed this country in negotiating German peace terms. 
Present plans presumably call for the Big Foui- 
Kussia, France, the United Kingdom and the United 
States—working out the main settlement, with the 
other countries concerned, including Canada, merely 
being asked to give or withhold approval. 

Many people will agree with Ottawa that Cana¬ 
dian participation in the war against Germany en¬ 
titles us to be something more than observers at the 
peace table. Certainly.Canada was in the war long¬ 
er than Russia or the United States and in propor¬ 
tion to population our losses, both human and ma 
terial, were larger than those of the United States 
and our industrial and financial investment at least 
as large. 

There is of fourse, no compaiison in *ne physical 
damage suffered by France but there is little doubt 
that our armed forces in the air, on the sea and even 
on land, contributed much more decisively to the 
final victory. 

Twice within the short space of 25 years the Brit¬ 
ish Dominions have been called upon to help drive 
back a German invader. Both times they have re¬ 
sponded freely and immediately with men, money 
and mateiials, and with no thought of any compen¬ 
sation beyond a desire for peace. Their contributions 
to victory have been substantial, perhaps in some 
instances even vital. They and other small countries 
which have also suffered are surely entitled to have 
some effective say and responsibility in making and 
enforcing the peace. Perhaps had their co-operation 
been as eagerly sought in developing a real peace 
after 1919 as it was for the prosecution of war when 
that peace failed, the world might have been spared 
much of its present misery. (Financial Post) 


Canada Aids 
Chinese Relief 

This^iionth Canadians are asked 
for two and a half million dollars 
to carry aid to China, largely for 
benefit of orphaned Chinese chil¬ 
dren. ■ * 

For many people in China the 
sole diet is weeds and rice hulls. 
They are starving. 

They are cold. Winters in some 
parts of China are as bitter as in 
Canada, but there is nothing but 
light summer clothing for many, 
and all too little of that. 

They are ill. At least two mil¬ 
lion children in China have been 
stricken with black fever. Without 
treatment it is fatal. With treat¬ 
ment 98 '.r of cases are cured. Five 
dollars worth of, drugs per child 
can save a life. 

They are homeless. There are 
thousands of children wandering 
round streets in China, without 
homes, without anyone to care for 
them, and reception centres are 
quite inadequate to care for all. 

China is devastated. The coun¬ 
try areas are worse damaged than 
the cities. The Japs burned homes, 
destroyed crops and pillaged the 
countryside. Disastrous floods have 
inundated land and j-uined crops. 

Work relief, constructive relief 
loans, rehabilities grants are re¬ 
quired. Much of the money contrib¬ 
uted by Canadians will be spent in 
Canada on required material. 

In the war China suffered 10 
million casualties. The Japs carried 
off 400 tpillion tons of iron and 
machinery, the Russians stripped 
Manchurian factories. 

Canada and China are next door 
neighbors in the post-war world. 
China must now be put on peace 
basis,'so that it may trade what 
C anada has to sell for commodities 
that Canada needs such as wood, 
oil for paint, silk, tea, medicine 
roots, porcelajp, bristles, hides, eti.

Urge Higher 
Barley Price 


Urging that breweries and beer 
consumers were well able to pay 
farmers the full value of barley 
used in the manufacture of this 
beverage. The North West Line 
Elevators Association, early in 
January, wired Hon. J. A. Mac¬ 
Kinnon, Minister of Trade and 
Commerce, and Minister in charge 
of the Canadian Wheat Board, ad¬ 
vocating that farmers be paid full 
market values for their barley. The 
wire pointed out that under exist- 
ii.g conditions the Government is 
compelling farmers to sell their 
malting barley for manufacture of 
beer at $1.00 per bushel under its 
market value. The wire follows. 
Hon. James A. MacKinnon. 

Minister of Tiade and Commerce, 
Ottawa, Canada. 

We have noted with satisfaction 
the recent action of the Govern¬ 
ment in discontinuing the sale of 
farmer’s wheat to distillers of al¬ 
cohol at a price one dollar per 
bushel below export values. Stop. 
However, the Government is still 
compelling farmers to sell their 
malting barley for manufacture of 
beer at 84 \ cents per bushel when 
they could dispose of this barley 
at $1.85 per bushel in the export 
markets. Stop. It is not reason¬ 
able to compel the farmers of West 
etn Canada to subs dize beer to the 
extent of one dollar per bushel and 
we trust that you as the respon¬ 
sible Minister in charge of the 
Canadian Wheat Board will recom¬ 
mend to the Government that far¬ 
mers be permitted to secure mar¬ 
ket value for their barley. Stop. 
There is no valid reason for far¬ 
mers having to subsidize brewor- 
ier and beer consumers'. Stop. Both 
are well able to pay the fanners 
market value for barley required 
in the manufacture of this bever¬ 
age

Heaviest Taxes 
In the World 

(From Printed Word) 

Mr. llsley’s address was not 
cheering. He apparently sought 
to convince Canadians .that their 
tax burdens arp flight. They are not 
light. They are the heaviest in the 
world. 

Mr. llsley pointed out that, while 
after tho latest war, taxes have 
been reduced, taxes were increased 
alter the other war. He appears to 
have forgotten that, back in 194 1 
and 1942 when he was laying it off 
without mercy (and with little 
complaint from the public) he was 
saying that the heavier the taxes 
during the war the easier it would 
be to reduce taxes after the war. 
No tax which starts at 25 per cent 
and rapidly rises to 50 per cent, 
can be said to be light on those 
with small ar.d .roderate incomes 
On larger incomes the rate rapidly 
become confiscatory. 

The remark about taxes after 
the other war may impress a few 
who don’t remember that the high¬ 
est taxation between 1919 and 19.10 
was trifl'ng, and, moreover, that 
the other war continued from Aug- 
usjt, 1914, to April 30. 1918, before 
any citizen had to pay a cent of 
income tax. It was better to tax 
during the war than after, but the 
present and apparent intention of 
cutting taxes by the least possible 
amount is not keeping faith with 
the earners.

Restor" us ths days when taxes 
were light. 

Ottawa reports that the reason 
the Government is removing tD* 
c'ause whereby, during the war, a 
wife’s income from employment 
qld not remove the husband's right 
to claim a married man’s status, is 
that it constiuted an injustice to 
farmer taxpayers, most of whom 
rre helped hy wives in earning the 
taxable income, but who are never 
allowed to deduct ir reasonable 
amount for the wives' work. It 
never would occur to an llsley ad¬ 
viser that a simple way out of this 
difficulty would lie to raise the 
married exemption of the bona fide 
farmer to $2,250. There are so few 
small farmers who pay income tax¬ 
es anyway that the loss to the 
treasury would he trifling. It would 
of course, be creating a precedent 
in that a first step would be taken 
in dealing fairly with the vexed 
problem of farmers’ income tax. 
Precedents must he avoided at all 
costs.—The Printed Word, Toronto. 


War Brides 
And Children 

Red Cross Services Offered to 

61,200, Also Returnees From Far 

East 

The total of war brides and chil¬ 
dren who have come to Canada un¬ 
der Red Cross escort Is placed at 
approximately 61,200, made up of 
41,400 brides and 19,800 children. 
More than 9,000 returnees from 
the Far East, many of whom were 
interned by the Japanese for foui 
years, were given Red Cross assist¬ 
ance. Among them were the 1,5 
Canadians surviving from the fall 
of Hong Kong. United Kingdom 
civilian and military repatriates 
were given Red Cross help from 
the time of their arrival on the 
West Coast until they embarked 
tor Great Britain at Halifax. 

From the time soldiers’ wives 
and children began to arrive near¬ 
ly three years ago, the Canadian 
lied Cross has been providing es¬ 
cort service for them. 

Canadian Red Cross Corps mem¬ 
bers helped dependents to the ships 
in England, accompanied them to 
Canada and on to their destinations 
giving a complete home-to-home 
escort service. This was later ex¬ 
tended to include brides and chil¬ 
dren from the Continent. 

Hundreds of women and children 
travelling together posed stupen¬ 
dous problems for the Red Cross 
escorts. Mothers and their babies 
suffered from colds, dysentery, sea¬ 
sickness, train sickness and other 
a'lments. The excitement of trav¬ 
el frayed nerves. There were 
many unusual diet requirements. 
The sea crossings were grim, with 
the constant threat of submarines 
and often terrible storms. 

The Red Cross work of organi¬ 
zation and supervision was tre¬ 
mendous; notifying the next-of- 
kin, attending to luggage, provid¬ 
ing hotel accommodation where 
required, nursery care to infants, 
baby food, supplying clothing, ar¬ 
ranging for the cleaning of cloth¬ 
ing, meeting the vast demands for 
d.apers and seeing to entertain¬ 
ment for tedious journeys. 

As the port of entry, - Halifax 
met the brunt of this peaceful in¬ 
vasion, the Red Cross there receiv¬ 
ing and caring for the newcom¬ 
ers and putting them on the right 
trains. Dispersal centres were op¬ 
erated by the Red Cross at Mon¬ 
treal, Toronto, Winnipeg, Regina, 
Calgary, Edmonton and Vancouv 
er. 

The Red Cross follow-up service 
is being carried on. Appreciation 
is expressed lor the co-operation 
of other organizations, among 
them the Canadian Legion, the 
Salvation Army,- the I.O.D.E., the 
St. John Ambulance Association, 
the Y.W.C.A., the Travellers’ Aid 
and the Cathol'c Women’s League. 
He also voiced appreciation of the 
work with which the Escort ami 
Reception Service worked.

A most objectionable factor ol 
freight rates in the “horizontal in¬ 
crease” meaning an increase ap¬ 
plicable across Canada, regardless 
of such factors as the long hauls 
in the west, the high rates for 
mountain hauls, and so on. Lack 
of water competition across the 
west has already made western 
rates relatively higher than in the 
east. 

The Lethbridge Herald in dis¬ 
cussing rates po nts out that it is 
the Dominion of Canada a. a whole 
that has furnished the hundreds of 
millions to build cana’s and Great 
Lake harbors, and provide naviga¬ 
tion facilities which brin ; fuil 
benefit to Ontario and Quebec. 
This money has provided water 
competition that has resulted in 
reduced freight rates for adjacent 
areas. What compensation is being 
given to the west coast, the Mari- 
times and the prairies to make up 
foT this central Canadian advan¬ 
tage which all have paid for? 

Touching also on the proposed 
horizontal increase, the Lethbridge 
Herald says: 

“As a case in point, a hundred^ 
w eight of a certain kind of manu¬ 
factured food shipped from Ayl¬ 
mer, Ont., to Vancouver carries a 
freight rate . of 72 cents. The 
freight rate on the same kind of 
goods from Lethbridge to Vau- 
couver is 92 cents. To add a 30 pe» 
cent horizontal increase would put 
the Aylmer-Vancouver rate up to 
119.6 cents, increasing the discrim¬ 
ination against Lethbridge from 
the present 20 cent* to 26 cents.' 
That sort of thing would be multi¬ 
plied a thousand times if the hori¬ 
zontal freight rate increase were 
allowed to go through. 

"There must be some way in 
which the West can get a fair deal 
in the freight rate structure. It vs 
generally believed that one of the 
trans-continental companies, at 
least, earns $2 in the West for It 
it earns in the East. The railways 
do not like to divulge these fig¬ 
ure*.”"

University at Calgary 


C. M. Laverty Presents Points 
Raised in Favor of Univ. Branch 
in Southern Alta., and Argu¬ 
ments Opposing Establishment.

A topic which is being much dis¬ 
cussed in Southern Alberta is the 
desirability of establishing a Uni¬ 
versity in Calgary.

Mr. Laverty explained that he 
had endeavored to consider the 
question as a debate, first present¬ 
ing arguments in favor of a Uni¬ 
versity set-up in Calgary and the 
presenting of arguments which 
might oppose this move. It is nat¬ 
ural that Calgary and the south 
country should feel strongly in. 
favor of establishment of Univer¬ 
sity facilities in the south, but it 
was his aim to give points on both 
sides of the question. 

Affirmative arguments which 
have been presented, he said, in¬ 
clude the following: 

1) It was agreed in 1942-43 by 
the Board of Governors of the Uni¬ 
versity and the educational sub¬ 
committee of the Post War Recon¬ 
struction committee that a branch 
cf the University should be set up 
in the Institute of Technology to 
accommodate about 1000 pupils 
from the group expected to over¬ 
crowd the University after the end 
of the war. 

2. There were 2620 who did 
show up in 1945, aaid 1000 were 
freshmen. In 1946 there were 4,049 
of whom 2000 were freshmen. The 
highest total prior to that had 
been 1931 pupils in 1938, when 500 
had been freshmen. Calgary ar¬ 
gues that no building program on 
the University campus could pre¬ 
vent continued overcrowding. 

3. The government took no ac 


tion, and hence many of the build¬ 
ings recommended for use in the re 
port have gone into other hands, 
but that 500 or 600 could still be 
accommodated by using the west 
wing to capacity and recovering 
the R.C.A.F.- canteen. 

4. The government neglected to 
make full provision for use of Cal¬ 
gary Normal, when teacher train¬ 
ing went into the hands of the 
Faculty of Education in the spring 
ol 1945. Hence Calgary now has 
only 140 teachers in training there.. 

5. Facilities for University edu¬ 
cation should be greatly increased 
in Alberta. This province, it is 
claimed, stands low amongst Cana¬ 
dian provinces when total Univer¬ 
sity students are compared with 
total population. Figures from 
U.S.A. indicates that there should 
te 1130 University students pci 
100,000 population, whereas we 
had only 286 in 1938, though we 
have over twice that many rigTit 
now. 

6. Figures from Montana, N. 
Dakota and Utah show that each 
supports three universities, though 
with only three-quarters of Alber¬ 
ta’s population. 

7. Calgary students, it is claim¬ 
ed, would attend in greater num¬ 
bers if a University were operat¬ 
ing. Figures ishow about three 
students with Edmonton address 
for every one from Calgary. With 
all possible factors considered, 
Calgary has fewer students than 
Edmonton. 

Arguments Against 

Mr. Laverty in an endeavor to 
present the case fairly and judge 
it wisely, then gave attention to 
opposing arguments. 

1. When the Board of Governors 
and Education committee recom¬ 
mend^! a $60,000 expenditure per 
year so that the Institute of Tech¬ 
nology and adjacent buildings

poses, they had in mind teacher 
training and first year Arts and 
Science, and said so very plainly. 
They might well be more reticent 
now that most of the buildings are 
ir. other hands, and when at 'best 
half the number they had planned 
on could be housed, and that after 
the R.C.A.F. canteen had been re¬ 
purchased at presumably much 
higher price. 

2. It is true that the University 
campus is now encircled by private 
owners, but there is still a lot of 
u.iused space still within its 
bounds, and no building has been 
done to occupy new space in recent 
years. It would probably be as 
easy to acquire additional territory 
in one place as the other. It seems 
reasonable to assume that those 
who planned 1 the University cam¬ 
pus and have been replanning in 
recent years have as good ideas as 
those put forward by Calgary. 

3. When the government took no 
action such as that proposed by a 
committee set up by themselves 
and including the Board of Gover¬ 
nors of the University, it would 
seem some objection must have 
been met in their committees to 
deter them. One might expect that 
the whole northern half of the

Weed Control With 2.4-D 

2,4-D is a hormone-like substance 
or growth regulator. It is a new 
chemical weed killer of great 
promise. During 1945 and 1946, 
thousands of tests were made of 
2,4-D on large numbers of weed and 
crop plants in the United States and 
Canada. On the basis of these-tests 
the North Central Weed Control 
Conference, held recently at Des 
Moines, Iowa, made certain tenta¬ 
tive recommendations in respect to 
the use of 2,4-D in 1947, a brief 
summary of some of which is pre¬ 
sented here. 

Recommendations. 2,4-D is recom¬ 
mended for the following purposes: 
(1) To control broadleaved weeds 
in lawns and turfed areas. (2) To 



eradicate many weeds from road¬ 
sides, rights-of-way, ditch Links, 
fence rows, and other areas where 
there is no danger of injuring 
susceptible ornamental or crop 
plants. (3) To control many annual 
weeds in resistant growing crops. 
(4) For the prevention of seed pro¬ 
duction of some weeds. (5) To 
reduce the vigor of susceptible 
perennial weeds. (6) For spot treat¬ 
ment of susceptible perennial weeds 
in pastures that do not contain 
legumes. 

Important Factors. Some of the 
important factors affecting the re¬ 
sults of 2,4-D treatments are the 
kind of plant, stage of growth, soil 
moisture, soil fertility and tempera¬ 
ture. Fanners planning the use of 
2,4-D treatments for grain crops in 
1947 should seek advice from their 
Agricultural Representative or 
nearest University or Dominion 
Experimental Station. 

Weed Research. Much more in¬ 
formation is needed on weed control 
by 2,4-D. As a matter of fact there 
is the greatest need in Canada, not 
only for more chemical weed control 
studies, but for greatly enlarged 
funds for general weed research. No 
practical weed control program can 
be better than the research on 
which it is based* 


province would hesitate to set up a 
new University when all faculties 
are not yet fully included in the 
one at Edmonton. They might ob¬ 
ject to taking money sorely need¬ 
ed to pay grants to rural schools 
and putting it into a branch of Un¬ 
iversity in Calgary.

For that reason 
it seems most important that or¬ 
ganizations hav’ng any strong 
views on the subject, Should pre¬ 
sent their case as ably as possible, 
and as convincingly, before the 
special committee.

Dates have been set for the sit¬ 
ting of the special committee ap¬ 
pointed to consider the Land Sales 
Prohibition Act as applying to 
Hutterites. At a preliminary 
meet ng last Wednesday, the five 
man committee named the follow¬ 
ing dates and places — at Leth¬ 
bridge, Feb. 10 and 11; at Calgary 
Court House, Feb. 13 and 14; at 
1'dmonton Legislative Buildings, 
Feb. 24 and 25. 

-Ivan, Casey, M.L.A., heads the 
committee, with other members F. 
C. Colborne, M.L.A. and H.B. Mac¬ 
donald, M.L.A. of Calgary; L. C. 
lfa'imrast, M.L.A., of Warner and 
H. G. Hammell, M.L.A., of Dids- 
bury. 

The purpose of the committee is 
tc receive briefs and hear verbal 
evidence bearing on the I .and Sales 
iTohibition Act which is due to ex¬ 
pire May 1 of this year. This was 
introduced in 1944 as a war. meas¬ 
ure to prevent Hutterites acquir¬ 
ing more land by purchase or lease 
while Canadians were engaged in 
fighting overseas. It was claimed 
at that time that Hutterites, whose 
principles forbade ftghing, were 
acquiring land that might other¬ 
wise be available to soldier settle¬ 
ment after the war. 

It is the responsibility of the 
committee to hear all evidence on 
the matter and to present their 
findings in the coming session of 
legislature. From this evidence 
should come guidance in determin¬ 
ing whether the Act should be con¬ 
tinued in force to prevent further 
purchase of land, or whether it 
should be allowed to expire in May 
thus permitting further purchase. 
The legislature is expected to be 
guided by the findings of the com¬ 
mittee whose members represent 
Social Credit, Independent and war 
veteran part es. 

It is understood that briefs are 
desirable as well as verbal repre¬ 
sentations in order that the com¬ 
mittee may have full material for 
study. It is further understood that 
the Hutterite side of the case will 
be presented by capable legal coun¬ 
sel and it may be taken for granted 
that no argument on their behalf 
will be overlooked. 

In order that both sides will be 
1 resented fully and fairly, those 
opposing further acquisition of 
’ land on the part of Hutterites 
should he equally well prepared. 
It would seem the duty of the spec¬ 
ial comm.ttee to view the question
